Parole Sought for Makers of 
Formula Used in Pa- 
tients’ Cure 








Petitions are in circulation to- 
day asking Governor Culbert L. 
Olson to pardon Mr. and Mrs. Ed- 
ward C. Hurlbert and thus per- 
mit the continued use of the 
“Hurlbert” cure in the treatment | : 
of tuberculosis victims. | 


Without a pardon, Mr. and Mrs. 
Hurlbert will not be permitted to 
compound a formula, which has 
been used by Lynn Grahame of 
Upland and many others in their 
recovery from the disease. The 
couple was recently found guilty 
in a Los Angeles court of violat- 
ing a*law concerning the issuance 
of prescriptions. A recent re- 
striction concerning their proba- 
tion prohibits Mr. and Mrs. Hurl- 
bert from making and selling the 
formula in this county. 


Cc. E. Grier, chairman of the 
county board of supervisors, is in- 
terested in the removal of the re- 
striction, and he is urgently ap- 
pealing to the general public for 
cooperation in asking the gov- 
ernor for a pardon. For conven- 
ience of the general public, a copy 
of the petition is at The Upland 
News office. Mr. Grahame also 
has a copy.

Of Gas Used Every 
Day by Motorists 





California motorists burned al- 
most 5,000,000 gallons of gasoline 
every day during the year, 1939, 
to set a new record for the use 
of motor vehicle fuel, the State 
Board of Equalization reporteu 
today. 

The actual consumption of gas- 
oline for the 12-month perioa 
amounted to 1,810,768,366 gallons, 
or 4,961,009 gallons each day, 
board records revealed. 

“This represents a gain of 5.27 
per cent over the previous yea:

Breakdown of Tlome 
Blamed for Great 
Crime Increase 


The tremendous increase in the 
mumber of youthful criminals in 
the United States in recent years | 
makes it imperative that soclety 
do something to halt the stream 
of these young prisoners pouring 
into penal institutions, Captatu 
Chester C. Bonner of the adjutant 
general's department told mem. 
bers of the Upland Woman's club 
Tuesday afternoon 

“We must stop the leaks that 
permit youth to land in these pris- 
ons,” he said. Chief blame for 
youth's plight, the speaker attrib- 
uted to parents who are too busy 
to give attention to their children, 
Parents cannot shift all responsi- 
bility for character training on 
organizations, the speaker warned, | 
“The dining room in the home is 
nothing but a filling station, and 
the living room is the distance be- 
tween the dining room and the 
front door.” 

He cited one case where the son 
of dealing in narcotics. The moth- 
of dealing in narcotics. The moth- 
er of the boy had died, and the 
father was too occupied with his 
own law affairs to bother with 
his son 


Today in the six Federal pent- 
tentiaries there are 12,416 prison- 
ers, and of these, 2.370 are 21 
years of age and under, Yet 19 
years ago, the average age of the 
prisoner was 42 years. There are 
186,000 in Federal and State insti- 
tutions. Fifty-two per cent of the 
automobiles stolen in the United 
States were stolen by youths 24 
years of age and under. 

The high percentage of “repeat- 
ers” in all prisons is evidence 01 
the failure of prisons as they are 
today to deal with crime, said the 


speaker. In his opinion, a first of- 
fender should never be committed 
to prison. 


He mentioned the Kansas sys- 
tem where first offenders are kept 
in an institution where work !fs 
expected of them during the morn. 
ing, but where they are given free- 
dom during the afternoon. Of the 
4,000 first offenders in the Kansas 
institution, only two in four years 
have walked away. 

Having handled 12,000 criniinals 
over a period of years, Captain 
Bonner does not believe in capi- 
tal punishment nor physical 
punishment. 

Judge Ben Lindsey has done 
a splendid piece of work with 
juvenile offenders in Southern 
Californa, in the opinion of the 
army officer. Juveniles brought 
into court for the first time are 
get to work. At the end of their 
term they are given enough money 
to return home, and the criminal 


“record in California is erased from 
the books provided the youths do 
not fall by the way and get into 
trobule with the California law 
again.

A—Section 525 (a) of the Cali- 
fornia Vehicle Code provides, witu 
exceptions to meet certain condi- 
tions, that “upon all roadways of 
sufficient width a vehicle shall be 
driven upon the right half 
of, and as close as practicable to 
the right-hand curb or edge of, 
such roadway.” Parking is illegal 
when the vehicle is left to face on- 
coming traffic.
